Invermark’s first crop was foaled in 1941. In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from nine starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time.

Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine won twice, placed second twice and third once in high-class fields at Wash- 
ington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start at Delaware 


Park. 


Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—20 winners—2 
placed—and 3 unplaced.

Three Ways from the Jersey Act 


OST of the people throughout the world who 

own Thoroughbred horses do not know what 
the “Jersey Act” is. Most of those who do know 
what it is have only the vaguest idea as to its gen- 
eral effect, the reasons for and against it, the rea- 
sons for the acceptance of the principle which 
underlies it, or what to do about it. 

This is not the fault of horsemen or of the rac- 
ing press so much as it is a reflection of the fact 
that, until recently, the Jersey Act was an issue 
of only minor practical importance. It did not 
make a great deal of difference to the average 
owner of horses in North America that he could 
not sell them to Italy or Argentina or South 
Africa or send them to race under his own colors, 
since he had no good reason for doing either. It 
was a matter of no great concern that at least 90 
per cent of the best race horses bred in the United 
States were classified as non-Thoroughbred by 
most of the great racing countries, which found it 
more convenient to go along with the Jersey Act 
than to go against it. 

The world, however, has been reshrunk by an- 
other war and by airplanes such as were never 
seen before. It is now a matter of much concern 
that one stud book calls itself pure and that the 
other stud books in the world call one another im- 
pure and thus set up artificial and meaningless 
barriers between themselves. These barriers are 
artificial and meaningless for two main reasons, 
first, because a few crosses in the very remote 
ancestry of horses (or of people or anything else) 
cannot possibly have other than artificial impor- 
tance, and, second, because all stud books, includ- 
ing the one which calls itself pure, carry the 
strains which that one book holds to be impure. 

In North and South America, Thoroughbred 
breeders are becoming keenly aware that some- 
thing needs to be done. In the United States they 
have discussed three procedures looking toward 
the elimination of the Jersey Act. 

(1) Ten years ago William Woodward, chair- 
man of The Jockey Club, in his speech of accept-

ance at the annual testimonial dinner of the Thor- 
oughbred Club, stated his conviction that the Gen- 
eral Stud Book of England should recognize in its 
entirety the American Stud Book. This would be 
the easiest solution of the main difficulty, since 
the most numerous and important strains barred 
by the Jersey Act had their origins in America. 
That is, it would be the easiest IF the English 
authorities would take the suggestion of the chair- 
man of The Jockey Club, who is, incidentally, an 
honorary member of the Jockey Club in England. 
This IF, however, would always need capitals. 

(2) Since England came under what most 
Americans consider heavy obligations to the 
United States in the course of the latest war, 
there is a considerable feeling that a rescission of 
the Jersey Act could be included among the small- 
er kindnesses that might be expected in return. 
We leave this question to political minds. 

(3) At the Thoroughbred Club testimonial in 
his honor last week Major L. A. Beard suggested 
a plan for establishing international standards of 
Thoroughbred registration through democratic 
procedure. He would have an international regis- 
tration authority, controlled by representatives 
from various countries where racing is a sport of 
major importance. Such a congress of Turf au- 
thority, whether it set up an international stud 
book, as Major Beard suggests, or simply brought 
about mutual recognition of existing books, could 
set up standards which would be more genuine 
and more acceptable to the Turf the world over 
than the confusion which now prevails. 

In appraising these three approaches to a vex- 
ing problem, we believe that, while either of the 
first two may possibly bring results, only the third 
is dependable. We are assuming that the rest of 
the world is as tired of the Jersey Act as we are, 
and that many countries will wish to bring about 
a change, with or without ratification from Eng- 
land. If this assumption proves to be in error, 
then we need not expect satisfactory action from 
any procedure and will have no recourse except 
some harsh retributive action or a continuance of 
our present state of suppliance.

Passage of a Decade 


HIS tourist sat in the dining room of the La- 

fayette Hotel on a November evening in 1935 
and heard William Woodward tell the Thorough- 
bred Club of America that he hoped that Messrs. 
Weatherby might be brought to recognize the 
American Stud Book in its entirety. Mr. Wood- 
ward being who he was, his speech drew wide at- 
tention and opened a discussion on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

Hearing Major Louie Beard touch on the same 
subject in the dining room of the Lafayette Hotel 
ten years and two days later, the reflection came, 
first, that time had slipped by, and, second, that 
Messrs. Weatherby, like this tourist, were occupy- 
ing exactly the same position they had held ten 
years earlier. Indeed, in the interim, Lord Rose- 
bery has handed down the statement that the 
General Stud Book is a book of pedigrees. You 
cannot suppose that Lord Rosebery is unac- 
quainted with the history of the English stud 
are so you are at liberty to suppose something 
else. 

Major Beard added two very constructive items 
to the hopes Mr. Woodward had voiced in 1935. 
One was that we stop enforcing the Jersey Act 
ourselves (for in actual practice we deny admis- 
sion to any foreign Thoroughbred blood which the 
General Stud Book does not sanction), and work 
for mutual recognition between North and South 
American, Australian, and French Stud _ books. 
The second was the lightest hint that maybe if 
Messrs. Weatherby could not be “brought,” some- 
thing ought to be brought to bear beyond indig- 
nant conversation. 

If all countries other than England were to 
recognize each other’s Thoroughbred registries, 
the Jersey Act would virtually cease to have 
ferce, because Thoroughbred markets outside of 
England would be open to all comers. As the 
matter stands, the English breeders have a lock 
on the whole business. 

This observer wasted a good deal of research 
and ten or twelve pages of THE BLoop-HorsE sev- 
eral seasons ago, laying out the situation and the 
history of the matter, and there is no point to re- 
peating it here. For the benefit of anyone who 
came in late, the General Stud Book, after years 
of accepting American pedigrees without argu- 
ment, suddenly decided about 32 years ago that no 
horses would henceforth be admitted which did 
not trace back in all branches of their pedigrees 
to horses already in the General Stud Book. The 
American blood that was already in was mysteri- 
ously sanctified, and became “pure.” But no more 
was ailowed. The effect was to cut off world 
markets for American horses, just at the time 
when, because of the stopping of racing in New 
York, such markets were particularly desired. 
This is supposed to be a coincidence. 


Sport and Business 


HE notion here is that any attempt to solve 
this problem from a sporting point of view 
has failed before it starts. It occurs also that 
this bystander, as well as several other commenta- 
tors, has been guilty of rather muddy thinking.

The sporting end of racing—which I take to be 
the actual racing itself—finds the English behav- 
ing themselves beautifully. Practically any horse 
which pretends to a pedigree can race in England. 
They even allow their own half-breds to compete, 
which is more than we do. Performance, not pedi- 
gree, is demanded of a horse on the English Turf. 

But breeding—I mean commercial breeding— 
isn’t sport at all. It may be fun and all that, but 
fundamentally the production of animals for sale 
is a business, just as much as the production of 
bricks or cabbages. This is where we run into the 
Jersey Act—it doesn’t block the sporting side of 
racing but it puts the world’s Thoroughbred mar- 
ket at the disposal of English breeders. It’s all 
very well to talk about the unfairness of it, but 
I’m not so sure that, if American breeders had the 
world market locked up, they would make any 
great haste to let in competition. 

Furthermore, the war has shown most plainly 
that England is in an economic hot spot, and that 
the Old Lady of Threadneedle Street has got to 
take in washing. It isn’t Kipling’s England any 
more; it’s the England that Kipling rather cloud- 
ily foresaw, with the captains and the kings de- 
parted. To be blunt, England has got to hustle to 
make a living. Willingly to forego a trade advan- 
tage, even in so comparatively small a market as 
that for Thoroughbreds, is out of line with the 
entire policy. It is as absurd as it would be to 
expect a hard-pressed business man to hand over 
some of his customers to a competitor just because 
the competitor wanted them. 


One Way to Get Action 


HE notion in this corner is that any attempt 
upon the Jersey Act which does not base itself 

on the economic aspect of the matter is of Quixotic 
The Jersey Act will be retained as 


value only.

Major Beard 
Honored 


N 14 years the annual testimonial dinners of 

the Thoroughbred Club of America have come 
to provide their guests of honor with a strong am- 
plifier through which their comments on the Turf 
—if they care to make comments—can be trans- 
mitted to the world in general and the racing 
world in particular. But few racing men are 
speechmakers, and even the leaders in the sport 
shy away from talking when the spotlight is on 
them. Hence the opportunity provided by the 
Thoroughbred Club dinner is not always used. 

Among the important figures in racing one of 
the least inclined to seek the spotlight or the am- 
plifier is Major Louie A. Beard, guest of honor at 
the Thoroughbred Club’s annual dinner held on 
the evening of Friday, November 16, at the La- 
fayette Hotel in Lexington. By personal prefer-

ence most of the many services he has rendered to 
American racing have been performed with as 
much anonymity as possible. But, having had the 
spotlight put upon him, he braced himself for the 
amplifier and delivered an address which probably 
will be read with absorbing interest and debated 
round the world. 

Major Beard gave principal attention to two 
topics now receiving much attention. First, with- 
out being specific as to the agency, he urged that 
“some established body” should take the leadership 
in setting up a public relations program. 

Finally he set forth the opinion that “the stud 
books of the world should be one,” approved an 
international registry under the direction of “a 
congress of representatives from the stud book 
authorities of each nation involved,’ and went so 
far as to suggest that measures should be devised 
by which half-breds with especially distinguished 
credentials could be made eligible for registration 
as full Thoroughbreds. 

The full text of Major Beard’s address is pub- 
lished in full in this issue (page 1079). 

Major Beard, a graduate of West Point and 
formerly one of the country’s leading polo players, 
was selected to receive the testimonial scroll and 
the life membership annually presented by the 
Thoroughbred Club to an outstanding horseman

because of his long record of accomplishment in 
the Thoroughbred horse industry and for his able 
representation of the Turf during the war. 

Thomas R. Underwood, editor of the Lexington 
Herald and secretary of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, was toastmaster, 
and Charles A. Asbury, president of the Thor- 
oughbred Club, read the scroll setting forth Major 
Beard’s contributions to racing before presenting 
it to him. Except for Major Beard’s speech of 
acceptance, there were no addresses. The rest of 
the program consisted of a series of humorous 
skits entitled: “Workouts of 1945—The Year that 
Broke the Stopwatch,” dealing with highlights of 
the year’s racing. 

William Woodward, Samuel D. Riddle, Warren 
Wright. Hal Price Headley, and Arthur B. Han- 
cock, previous honor guests, were among the 
crowd of more than 400 which overflowed the ban- 
quet hall. The skits were prepared by Bob Cox, 
Lexington theater manager, and Gus Owens, sec- 
retary of the Thoroughbred Club. 

In the amateur theatricals the item most rel- 
ished by the crowd was a pantomime purporting 
to represent a Blue Grass citizen’s reaction to 
Life’s editorial in condemnation of the race horse. 


A man walked on the stage reading Life, threw it 
away and kept walking. Out of the wings hustled 
old Charley French with broom and_ shovel, 
scooped it up just as he scoops up the manure in 
the sales ring.

In retrospect it was not difficult for the patrons 
at Bay Meadows on November 10 to discern that 
an added half-furlong in distance over his pre- 
vious start and the dropping of 11 pounds of 
weight from that effort, in which he finished a 
fast-closing third at a mile, combined to give Wise 
Eagle a logical chance of winning the Peter Clark 
Memorial Handicap. But beforehand a plurality 
of the spectators agreed that Timber Slide, win- 
ner of the Centinella Handicap in his last start, 
was the probable victor. Timber Slide was made 
favorite in the Clark, and Bymeabond, winner of 
the Santa Anita Derby, was second choice. Wise 
Eagle went to the post at $10.50 to $1, fifth choice 
in the field of 11. 

For the first five furlongs of the race Wise 
Eagle definitely was outrun while War Allies and 
Bymeabond were contesting for the lead, but 
after five-eighths the Dah He gelding picked up 
speed and in the final sixteenth he drew away to 
score his first stakes win by two lengths. Foreign 
Policy, also closing fast, finished second, and War 
Allies hung on for third.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Douglas M. Davis, who breeds Thoroughbreds 
at his High Hope Farm near Lexington, is in- 
clined to believe that it is far cheaper to buy 
stakes winners than to breed them. So far this 
year he has seen two horses which passed through 
his hands develop into stakes winners. Marine 
Victory, 2-year-old winner of three stakes this 
season, was bought by him, along with another 
yearling, from Coldstream Stud, the two costing 
$750, and was then resold. Now High Harp, 
which he bought as a weanling for $100 from Col, 
Phil T. Chinn and later resold, has won the 
Armistice Day Handicap at Bay Meadows. Mr, 
Davis estimates that the two stakes winners to- 
gether cost him less than $500. 

High Harp, which had finished second to Dutch 
Raider in the Hyde Park Stakes last year for his 
first stakes placing, became a stakes winner when 
it came up mud for the Armistice Day Handicap. 
He had been a consistent winner in sprint races 
and in his last previous start was third to Bull 
Reigh and First to Fight in the mile Oakland 
Handicap. The Armistice Day Handicap found 
him fifth choice to the capable sprinters High Re- 
solve, Black Badge, With Regards, and El Lobo, 
but in the muddy going he proved to be superior 
to them. Jockey H. Trent nursed him along in 
third place behind Gold Mike and Black Badge 
until entering the stretch, then he went to the 
front and held Black Badge safe.

Florida, included in the lot was Armed, a brown 
colt by mful. Because he was big 
for his age, and awkward, the colt was sent back 
to the farm the following March, was castrated 
and turned out for the rest of the year. He did 
not see a race track again until he was three, 
when in seven starts he won three races and was 
once second. 

This season he developed rapidly, won the 
Washington Handicap and a division of the Sheri- 
dan Handicap, and consistently ran high-class 
races. Going into the Special he had won his last 
three starts in the handicap division and had fin- 
ished second to Busher, True North, Gay Bit, and 
Three Dots in four preceding races. The presence 
in the Special of his stablemate Pot o’ Luck, win- 
ner of the Arlington Classic, Lawrence Realiza- 
tion, Jockey Club Gold Cup, and the Governor 
Bowie Handicap, helped to make the Calumet 
Farm entry a 3 to 5 favorite. 

Besides the Calumet entry, five other horses 
started in the ninth running of the Special, an 
overnight, winner-take-all, invitational event for 
a purse of $25,000.

In his 2-year-old form Challedon, sixth on the 
list of leading American money winners, won four 
races. Challadette, his full sister, also has won 
four races this season at two, and like her distin- 
guished brother, scored her first stakes victory in 
the Maryland Futurity. The latest offspring of 
“Challenger II—Laura Gal to come to the races 
won her second stakes victory, as against three 
scored by her brother in his 2-year-old season, in 
the first running of the Marguerite Stakes, co- 
feature with the Special at Pimlico last Saturday. 

Filly foals of mares nominated for the Pimlico 
Futurity automatically become eligible to the 
Marguerite; the race was set up that way to pro- 
vide a stakes opportunity for the fillies, which 
would be at a disadvantage against colts in the 
Futurity. 

Only four fillies were named overnight for the 
Marguerite, and of these Athene, winner of the 
Selima Stakes, was a 1-to-4 favorite. Challadette 
was second choice at $4.90 to $1.

In sight of home, she was called 
on for more speed and moved past Athene and 
Bridal Flower, which had gone to the top for a 
short interval. At the finish Challadette was a 
length in front of Bridal Flower, which beat 
Athene for the place by three-quarters of a 
length. Athene, whose defeat was a disappoint- 
ment to the crowd, had abundant speed early in 
the race but was taken back repeatedly during the 
first six furlongs and did not show her usual 
drive in the stretch.

THE TOTE AND THE TAX 


HERE was some skepticism, and a trifle of de- 

rision, when State Senator John J. Dunnigan 
of New York, speaking on behalf of proposed 
pari-mutuel legislation when it was being consid- 
ered in 1938 and 1939, predicted that if mutuels 
were permitted at New York race tracks, the 
State would receive as much as $10,000,000 a 
year in revenue from racing. Mr. Dunnigan’s 
estimate erred badly; it was much too conserva- 
tive. 

In 1940, the first season in which New York 
tracks operated under the pari-mutuel system of 
betting, the State received approximately six mil- 
lion dollars as its share; in 1941 it received almost 
eight million; in 1942 Senator Dunnigan’s predic- 
tion of $10,000,000 was exceeded by almost half a 
million dollars. In 1943 New York’s receipts from 
racing were in excess of $19,000,000, and in 1944 
the total was well over $27,000,000. 

Incomplete returns on the 1945 racing season in 
New York indicate that the State will receive 
more than $30,000,000 from the tracks, and most 
of it will be returned from the tax on pari-mutuel 
betting. Total betting on the season was $450,- 
663,190, a new world record. The following other 
world records for pari-mutuel betting were estab- 
lished, besides the unprecedented sum going to the 
State: total attendance, 4,622,927; average daily 
tote turnover, $2,926,384; average bet per person 
per day, $97.48; total betting, one day, $5,016,745; 
daily double pool, one day, $251,682; total bet on 
one steeplechase race, $415,142. 

On eight occasions during the 154-day season 
the pari-mutel turnover exceeded $4,000,000, and 
on 47 occasions it passed $3,000,000. A new high 
daily double payoff of $4,313.90 was established, 
and crowds of more than 40,000 were in attend- 
ance on 17 days.

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The Fall Sales 
At Keeneland 


N the 1930’s, by the customary pattern of the 

yearling sales held by the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany at Saratoga, the market appeared to “tail 
off” as the two or three weeks of selling approach- 
ed conclusion. At least, that was always the 
notion held by the consignors whose offerings fell 
into the latter part of the sale. 

Since 1943, the year the principal yearling sales 
of the summer were first moved from Saratoga 
to Lexington, there have been important differ- 
ences in the conditions under which the sales were 
conducted. The market has been extremely 
strong and the schedule of selling, as conducted 
at Keeneland, purposely has been crowded into as 
few days as possible, so as to allow trainers to 
get back to their stables as quickly as possible. 

Under these conditions an unusual situation 
has developed, and it has marked all the prin- 
cipal auctions conducted at the Keeneland Race 
Course, first by the Fasig-Tipton Company in the 
summer of 1943 and, beginning last year, by the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. In each sales series 
the demand for horses appears to have grown 
stronger, session by session, until the end. At 
least, that is the notion now held by consignors 
whose offerings fall into the earlier part of the 
sale. 

In this pattern, if it is a pattern, the Keene- 
land Fall Sales of 1945 ended with buyers still 
unsatisfied, and apparently going to lengths which 
they would not have contemplated until the actual 
results of the earlier sales had impressed upon 
them that the horse market was still gaining 
strength. 

The market had been gaining strength rapidly 
for more than two years. Now it was reaching 
such heights that horsemen had begun to wonder 
whether it had reached a peak and was about due 
for a leveling off, at least. The Keeneland Fall 
Sales suggested that the leveling off had been 
postponed to an indefinite date in the future. The 
prices themselves suggested this conclusion. It 
was emphasized by the fact that the market ap- 
peared to be following the upward trend within 
the four-day period. 

The principal evidence, however, that the mar- 
ket would be climbing for a considerable time lay 
in the fact that an unprecedented number of buy- 
ers had shown up in Lexington for the sales. 
They overran the hotels for the first time and 
spilled over into the tourist homes and finally 
into private homes. Few of them left with as 
many horses as they had come to buy. 

Other evidences might tend in another direc- 
tion. There could quickly come a period in which 
the enthusiasm of breeders and owners would be 
changed to caution. But there was no question 
that an unprecedented number of persons wanted 
an unprecedented number of horses and proposed 
to come back later for the ones they had missed 
this time. Something might happen in the mean- 
time to keep them from coming back, but it prob- 
ably would take quite a something.

There were many aspects to this general gain. 
Yearlings sold at the fall sale averaged $3,622, 
which was 80 per cent higher than the average 
of last fall. 


The yearlings sold included ten head from Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexing- 
ton, and it was the first time in the history of 
mixed auctions at Lexington in this century that 
such an outstanding consignment had been of- 
fered. The ten Bradley youngsters brought 
$192,200, the highest average of the current boom 
in prices. 

But even with the Idle Hour consignment left 
out of consideration there was still a gain of 50 
per cent over the yearling prices in the fall of 
1944. The other 266 yearlings disposed of brought 
$807,550, average $2,998. 

Yearling colts and geldings averaged $4,478, a 
gain of 82 per cent over 1944. Fillies averaged

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$2,893, or 74 per cent higher than last year. The 
weanling average was doubled. 

In the 1944 Keeneland Fall Sales only 56 brood- 
mares were sold. These included a consignment 
from Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm and the 
stock dispersed by Jay D. Weil, and the average 
was heavily weighted by these two groups. A 
much larger group of broodmares, 192 head, was 
sold in 1945, and the average was 8 per cent 
higher than last year. There seemed no question 
that the market for mares was quite as strong as 
that for other stock. 

Seven stallions were sold in 1945, as against 
one in 1944. Stallion averages are, of course, not 
significant. 


In general it is not possible to make an ap- 
praisal of the summer sales of yearlings in Ken- 
tucky without considering their complement, the 
fall sales. In ordinary times there is a fluctua- 
tion of numbers between the two series of auc- 
tions, and a variation in the percentage of colts 
and fillies in each sale, depending largely upon 
market conditions. This interflow has now been 
checked to a degree by the voluntary limitation of 
the number of yearlings sold at the Keeneland 
Summer Sales, but the two Kentucky sales, taken 
together, still provide a truer picture than either 
sale affords singly. 

The combined average for the sales of yearlings 
at Lexington in 1943 was $1,750. In 1944 it was 
$4,087 for 646 yearlings. This year the com- 
bined totals of the summer and fall sales at 
Keeneland was 681 head for $4,134,000, average 
$6,070—a gain of 49 per cent. 

It is an interesting aspect of the yearling prices 
that, of the total of 968 head sold in the principal 
auctions of this year, the 287 sold outside the 
Keeneland sales brought a total of $918,970, aver- 
age $3,202—with Canadian and Mexican sales in- 
cluded. In 1944 the corresponding sales outside 
Kentucky (excepting the Maryland Fall Sales, 
which were not held last year, and the Mexican 
auctions, which were not inaugurated until this 
year) saw a total of 174 head sold for $509,000, 
average $2,925.

The Highest Prices 


Until last year a bid of $5,000 or more was an 
uncommon occurrence at the Lexington Fall Sales. 
In 1944, at the first mixed auctions conducted by 
the cooperative Breeders’ Sales Company, mares 
were sold for $22,500 (War Flower), $13,000 
(The Drum), and $11,000 (Birdlea). Yearling 
colts sold for $15,000 and $10,000, and eight other 
yearlings reached $5,000, including three fillies. 

This year, largely because of the dispersals of 
the Marshall Field and Barrington Stable stock, 
the prices for mares ranged up to $25,500 and no 
fewer than 11 mares reached $10,000. Six wean- 
lings, five of them from the Field consignment, 
reached $5,000, and one of these, at $14,200, may 
have set a record for a weanling sold by auction. 

Among the yearlings there were eight colts and 
four fillies which brought prices from $10,000 to 
$42,000. Two fillies, both by *Challenger II, were 
sold by Idle Hour Stock Farm at $25,000 each.

One of the customers at Tuesday night’s sale 
came to the ring with sufficient bankroll either to 
choke a horse or buy one. He bought a yearling 
for about $4,000 and paid off in $5 and $10 bills. 

Busher’s half-sister, by *Challenger II—Baby 
League, is one of five yearling fillies purchased at 
auction this year for the account of Mrs. E. E. 
Dale Shaffer, whose husband and sister-in-law 
own Coldstream Stud, an institution principally 
concerned with selling yearlings. At the Keene- 
land Summer Sales Mrs. Shaffer bought a half- 
sister to Alsab for $25,000, a Bimelech—Danise 
M. filly for $22,000, a sister to Aladear for 
$12,000, a half-sister to Lady Gunner for $7,200. 
The five fillies, which after their racing careers 
will join the Coldstream broodmare band, cost a 
total of $91,200. 

Interest was extremely high when the Baby 
League filly was led into the sales ring and there 
had been much advance speculation over how 
much she’d bring. As soon as Joe Palmer intro- 
duced her (“by the sire of Gallorette, leading 
filly in the East, and out of the dam of Busher, 
the leading filly anywhere”), Auctioneer George 
Swinebroad called for bids and someone called 
out $5,000. Auctioneer Doe Bond, who was sit- 
ting it out at that stage, instantly jumped the 
bid to $20,000, and the crowd, though prepared 
for a bidding battle, fell speechless for a_per- 
ceptible interval, apparently nonplussed by the 
$15,000 increase. A sort of buck fever took hold 
of the bidders and when they failed to re-kindle, 
Swinebroad dropped his hammer at $20,000. The 
“earthquake” technique had worked. 

Bond, it developed shortly afterward, made the 
bid upon the instruction of a sales patron who 
represented after the hammer fell that he had 
been misunderstood and hadn’t intended to enter 
a bid for the filly. When these circumstances be- 
came known the sales company put the filly up at 
auction again. This time the opening bid was 
$15,000, and the price increased by single thou- 
sands to $21,000. Coldstream then raised it to 
$25,000 and thus bought a_ half-sister to the 
world’s leading’) money-winning mare. When the 
bidding passed $20,000 Doe Bond uttered a comic 
but heartfelt sigh of relief. 


Among the yearling buyers at Lexington this 
fall who were shopping around for likely material 
for the 2-year-old racing of 1946 was Henry For- 
rest, owner of the *Hairan colt Checkerhall, win- 
ner of the Derby Mexicano and the Handie: ap 
Puebla at Mexico City, and a good performer in 
this country. Forrest, a native of Covington, 
Ky., is a suecessful young horseman who laid the 
foundation for his career by working with har- 
ness horses when a youngster. After several 
years on the Grand Circuit under John Rafferty, 
who trained Pax Volo, Burgess Watts, and others, 
Forrest switched to Thoroughbreds and _ first 
worked for Col. E. R. Bradley, afterward for the 
late J. B. Respess, who gave him his first assign- 
ment as a trainer. 

While with Respess he became acquainted with 
Lloyd Gentry, who also was employed by the Er-

Singing Wood, another Greentree-owned stal- 
lion, had been purchased by Mr. Pistorio for 
$1,700 before The Rhymer came into the ring. 
After he had been successful in getting the Wide- 
ner Handicap winner Mr. Pistorio offered Singing 
Wood for sale privately, and he was purchased 
by Bud Burmester, of Fort Worth, Texas, to re- 
place Nedayr, which he recently sold to Carlos 
Gomez, of Mexico City. 


When Auctioneer George Swinebroad dropped 
his hammer for the last time Thursday night he 
had sold more than $9,000,000 worth of horses 
since early summer.

worth of horses at auction. His sales this year 
surpassed those of 1944 by 80 per cent in money, 
30 per cent in number of horses sold. 

When he was a boy, George took lofty aim by 
setting up the late George Bain as his hero, hung 
around sales rings where the noted auctioneer was 
working, and imagined himself in a similar role, 
At age 17, while he was a freshman at Centre 
College, he made his sales debut. He hasn't 
stopped hammering since. 

Doc Bond, who alternates in the stand with 
Swinebroad, has been selling Thoroughbreds long- 
er, but does not sell saddle and harness horses. 


Point-A-View Farm, which paid $19,000 for the 
Bull Lea colt consigned by John H. Clark, $16,000 
for the War Admiral—Buginarug filly sold by 
Idle Hour Farm, and also bought the stallion 
Heather Broom and other offerings, is located at 
Yardley, Pa. J. J. Colando, the owner, entered 
the yearling market at Meadow Brook last year. 

Clark bought the Bull Lea colt from Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm for $5,000 last summer. 
He intends to assemble some yearlings for the 
1946 sales. 


_ After the auctioneer had knocked down a year- 
ling bay filly by Chance Shot—Rocky Margot for 
$2,700 Thursday night, it developed that not one 
but three ringsiders had made the same bid. In 
accordance with the rules of the sales company, 
the filly was put up for bids again and this time 
the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency bought her for 
$3,200. Ira Drymon was the consignor. 


Representatives of the Cuadra Mexico, which 
bought Ed Johnstone’s Jean Valjean—Twilight 
Tryst colt for $25,000 on the final night of the 
sales, were late arrivals, having been grounded 
about two days at Fort Worth on the way from 
Mexico City. The Cuadra Mexico is a four-man 
partnership in which the associates are Emileo 
Tuero, Mexican movie actor; Pedro Dosal, who 
operates one of Mexico City’s noted restaurants; 
Pedro’s brother Rafael Dosal; and Trainer Tomas 
L. Altamira, who is currently the leading trainer 
at the Hipodromo de las Americas. The trip to 
Lexington was made by Rafael Dosal, who speaks 
a trifle of English, and Mr. Altamira, who speaks 
none. In Lexington they were assisted by Edgar 


Zantker, who speaks English, Spanish, and about 
half a dozen other languages. 

The Cuadra Mexico bought four yearlings, in- 
cluding the $25,000 beauty sold by Ed Johnstone. 
But what they wanted most of all was a 2-year- 
old or older horse of enough class to win the 
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Handicap de las Americas, principal event of the 
Mexican racing season. In effect this meant a 
horse of enough class to beat *Famous Victory, 
which just now appears to be the best of the 
horses at the 144-mile-high track at Mexico City. 


Ed Johnstone, who breeds Thoroughbreds on a 
very small scale, is known mostly to people in rac- 
ing as the man who spends half his time talking 
about horses and the other half talking about ad- 
vertising. “Horses are sold, not bought,” he 
says. This year he gave a demonstration. For 
his two-horse consignment to the fall sales he took 
three two-page “spreads” in THE BLOoopD-HORSE. 
Proof-sheets of his advertisements he sent to 
about a hundred and fifty known buyers, along 
with a sprinkling of photographs. His Jean Val- 
jean—Twilight Tryst colt brought $25,000, and 
his colt by Kenty—My Claire went to J. F. Flana- 
gan for $3,600. : 

Johnstone for years has been advertising, 
breeding, writing about, and talking about Thor- 
oughbreds. During his boyhood in New England 
he became interested in Standardbreds, later 
changed to Thoroughbreds. From a start as ad- 
vertising manager of the campus newspaper at 
the University of California he went with the 
firm of Barron Collier, leader in the field of 
streetcar advertising; later he was with Campbell 
Ewald, handling General Motors accounts, and 
after World War I, during which he served over- 
seas as an Officer of field artillery, he worked in 
France for the Wallace and Draeger Agency. 
Afterward he was a partner in L. F. Silver and 
Company, an ad agency. Besides contributing 
articles on the Thoroughbred to several publica- 
tions, he founded and for a brief period published 
the American Bloodstock Review. 


In 1930 he went on the radio for Col. E. R. 
Bradley at New Orleans, publicizing the Fair 
Grounds track with background sketches of Thor- 
oughbreds. Later he broadeast for Hialeah Park 
on a program called “Romance of the Thorough- 
bred.” Some of these broadcasts were published 
in a booklet: “The Ten Superhorses of the 
World.” But virtually all the money he ever 
made went to feed horses or to buy more books or 
compile more information about horses. His 
$25,000 sale was his first big success in this field. 


In the record-breaking Idle Hour sale Tuesday 
night Leslie Combs II, acting for Mrs. Elizabeth 
Nightingale Graham, outbid Emil Schwarzhaupt 
(the runner-up), Dan Rice, and Frank Frankel to 
get the Bimelech—Blinking Owl colt for $42,000, 
highest price of the year except for one colt and 
one filly sold at Keeneland in the summer. The 
purchase brought Mrs. Graham’s expenditures for 
1945 yearlings to $363,700 for 19 head. 


A. D. Ness, Canadian horseman who came to 
Lexington for the sales, will watch with interest 
the racing career of a yearling brown filly by 
Sceneshifter—Majorca, consigned by Capt. David 
B. Knox, Jr. When the filly was put up at sale 
Wednesday night, Mr. Ness bought her for $1,300, 
with the expectation that her registration certifi- 
cate would be available before he left Kentucky. 
By Thursday night, however, it had not arrived 
and since Thoroughbreds imported into Canada 
must be accompanied by the certificates, he was 
forced to put her up at auction again, because he 
had to leave Friday morning and couldn’t wait 
for the papers to arrive. At the second auction 
she went to Sam Feinberg for $1,300, exactly 
what Mr. Ness had paid for her. The registration 


certificate showed up in Friday morning’s mail.

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On the Future 
Of the Turf 


Y presence here tonight, to receive this fine 

tribute, is due to varying currents of the 
winds of fate which have carried me from my 
boyhood into the Army, through polo, and at 
length into the friendship of a very great sports- 
man—Harry Payne Whitney. My _ conscience 
would not allow me to accept this tribute unless 
first of all this acknowledgment is made, and the 
further acknowledgment of the generosity of Mrs. 
Payne Whitney and of the two Colonels Whitney, 
who allowed me time to carry on the outside work 
which has brought me this award. With this 
thought paramount in my mind, I wish to express 
a deep sense of appreciation to the members of 
The Thoroughbred Club of America for having 
me here as your honor guest. You will under- 
stand, I am certain, the feeling which prompts 
me to share this honor with those who made it 
possible, 

It would be possible for me to devote my full 
time tonight to the constructive planning now in 
progress in connection with the racing scene in 
the East, planning which encompasses a proper 
presentation of racing to the public, skillful han- 
dling of crowds, comfort and pleasure for all who 
go racing, and other internal efforts for better- 
ment. 

But the national picture of racing today is so 
important to all of us that it seems best to touch 
on the highlights of the over-all picture, rather 
than to devote time to these other good works, 
which in time will speak for themselves. There- 
fore a brief resume of the status of racing as a 
national enterprise, as seen through the eyes of 
us who have watched closely its wartime activities 
and its wartime development, seems to be indi- 
cated tonight. 


When we were attempting to keep some form of 
racing alive during the war, there were various 
indications in the bureaus of Government that a 
concerted attack was being made on the sport of 
racing. This was hard to believe, and we would 
not believe that any reform element or other or- 
ganization was making an effort to kill racing by 
blackening its reputation to officialdom. How- 
ever, a recent article in one of the leading maga- 
zines of the country has made me wonder whether 
we are not confronted with the psychological con- 
dition which may breed the virus of unreasoning 
reform. Since there was no clear and open reason 
for the bitterness expressed in this article, we 
can only assume that it was an attempt to hurt 
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Editor’s Note. At the Thoroughbred Club 
dinner the guest of honor, Major L. A. Beard, 
touched first upon the status and future of 
the Turf in America, later upon important in- 
ternational aspects of racing and breeding. 
The full text of his address is given here. 
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for an ulterior motive. If this is true, and if 
other such misrepresentations appear, then it is 
imperative that racing express itself to refute 
these charges, however ignorant and biased they 
may be. Such propaganda may fall on fertile 
ground and the seed thus planted may grow into 
noxious weeds of adverse thought. 

This latter thought is supported by the evi- 
dence gathered in an unpublished national sur- 
vey on “what the public thinks of racing,” which 
The American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion had made during the past year, as a basis for 
study of the fundamental problem of public rela- 
tions. The poll reveals, among other things, two 
facts of high importance to us. First, that a 
strong majority of the public the country over— 
and in all sections of the country—approves of 
racing, properly regulated. Second, that the pub- 
lic, despite its strong basic approval, is grossly ig- 
norant of the true nature of racing. People are 
strongly inclined to believe that racing is not alto- 
gether proper in its conduct. They believe that 
racing has no regulation of any kind; they believe 
that the computation of odds is done either by the 
bookmakers or the track operators; very few of 
them know the names of the reputable owners of 
racing stables or those who manage racing itself. 
They do not know that racing is authorized by law 
and is regulated by law. 

Without considering other details of this sur- 
vey, let me repeat that the poll shows clearly that 
the majority of the public will give full support 
to properly regulated, and properly conducted, 
racing. It is up to us to clear up the misconcep- 
tions which qualify the people’s acceptance and 
get to the public the truth about racing, even 
though the truth may hurt in some cases. 

Racing must admit that it is in an era of transi- 
tion and that it must now be classed as “a sport 
for business purposes.” There are a great num- 
ber of men and women who still love it as a sport 
and continue it as such—and this truth should be 
made known because it is important—but it is 
taking an ostrichlike attitude if those who belong 
in that category do not recognize that racing is 
now a partner in politics and the affairs of states 
and has been embraced by promotional interests 
for business purposes. 


This is a big change from the original concep- 
tion of racing but it must be faced. It is impera- 
tive that all of us, and especially those bodies of 
authority which stand for the best of the old

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sporting tradition, come to the front vigorously 
to revitalize the spirit of individual competition 
and make secure the reputation of racing as an 
institution worthy of public confidence. 


We know, and the public must be informed, that 
racing today simply reflects the times we live in, 
and that, like every other business and sport, it is 
feeling the burden and the stigma of black-market 
easy money in its operation. The very nature of 
racing, in these lush times, invites the unhealthy 
and unwanted presence of the gambling crook and 
of the easy-money type of trainer, owner, and 
promoter. As soon as materials are available you 
will see new race tracks constructed, some with 
the right viewpoint, others solely to take advan- 
tage of these unusual times. At present there is 
insufficient regulation of this unhealthy growth, 
and so much get-rich-quick promoting of minor 
sport value can easily put us in the category in 
which the saloon era placed the reputable dis- 
tiller. Racing is like a very valuable plant—it 
must grow, but it must also be pruned so that it 
does not outgrow its own roots. 

The strictly commercial promoter, plus two- 
dollar bettors who have turned into hundred- 
dollar gamblers, gives racing much more unfa- 
vorable publicity than it deserves. Big money fig- 
ures in betting and in stake values are too often 
distorted and misconstrued to the point where 
the public becomes suspicious of racing and _ be- 
gins to question its motives and methods. And 
such publicity certainly sharpens “quick-money” 
appetites. 

As to the regulation and supervision of racing 
itself, this phase of the sport has been vastly im- 
proved—though the improvement may not have 
been publicized—by the appointment of able rac- 
ing commissions, by improvement in the stew- 
ards’ stand, and by technological aids to officials. 
The strongest criticism along this line lies in the 
realm of licensing, in the present trend to restore 
to good standing those who have once been banned 
for fraud, and in our failure or inability to purge 
those few crooks who attempt to manipulate rac- 
ing by corrupting jockeys. If these important 
factors can receive uniform and national action, 
then ninety per cent of the public doubt as to the 
propriety of racing can be resolved in favor of the 
Turf. 

To a great extent racing management is still 
unprofessional. Men who learned in an old school 
are feverishly trying to cope with abnormal in- 
creases everywhere. They are not qualified by 
experience and training to handle present-day 
crowds and the attendant problems, no matter 
that their best effort is being given. The answer 
to this, it seems to me, is a professional manager 
to work under the general management, to super- 
vise the actual racing and to have the power to 
improve conditions for the public comfort, even at

the sacrifice of some of the large stake monies and 
dividends. 

In some instances management is efficient but 
too highly competitive and promotional, and even- 
tually, on the return to normalcy, the too vigorous 
competitive practices of some tracks may rebound 
on them and on racing to their mutual detriment. 
Reference is made to such practices as the dou- 
bling and trebling of large stake monies, the sub- 
sidizing of jockeys and trainers, payment of ship- 
ping expenses to owners, and unrecorded agree- 
ments upon weight limits in the big handicaps, all 
to lure the star performers. The genius of this 
type of promoter is not questioned, but let us hope 
that he may realize that restraint is sometimes 
the best promotion. 


What remedy can be offered for this state of af- 
fairs? How can a time-honored and tradition- 
packed sport be properly continued and_ pre- 
sented? To my mind we must proceed first to the 
truthful and vigorous portrayal of racing to the 
public, basing our program upon the lessons 
learned from the people themselves—through the 
poll of their opinions. Some established body 
should take the leadership in this and form a na- 
tional committee whose members would number 
reputable men from every section of racing and 
from every branch of its activities. This commit- 
tee should be headed by a man of known and un- 
questioned integrity who can devote the major 
portion of his time to this effort. The committee 
should then begin a proper and dignified press 
campaign, and not a high-powered promotional 
one, to educate the public and to refute present 
misconceptions. The committee could start as a 
body without authority, except for this purpose, 
but it could be used in consultation by other or- 
ganizations as we learn cohesion and self-sacrifice 
for the common good. 

We have the know-how, we have the horses 
(better than Mr. Luce thinks), we have the abil- 
ity, and we have a common desire to work to- 
gether. We need now the will to combine and to 
forget selfish interests as they may appear, to put 
on a great sporting show, with enjoyment and 
comfort for every patron. And we can manage 
it all with the best of business methods, and use 
the profits as befits a great sporting venture. 


Having touched a little upon the problems of 
management, regulation, and public relations, let 
us for a moment turn to a question which goes 
beyond our national boundaries, and to which my 
future efforts will be devoted. It is in the realm 
of breeding and breed improvement: and it con- 
cerns us all. 

In the international scene the one contentious 
question is the acceptance of our American Stud 
Book by the stud book authorities of other coun- 
tries. Let me remind you, however, that we have

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our own equivalent of the Jersey Act, against the 
stud books of other countries, and let me remind 
you, too, that the English General Stud Book ig 
just one of many. 

The stud books of the world should be one. It 
is a ridiculous situation that our performers can 
hold their own on any track and in all paddocks 
and that we are relegated to the minor leagues by 
nothing more substantial than a down-the-nose 
attitude of a stubborn few—an attitude which, if 
continued, can be replied to in kind. There should 
be an international registry of Thoroughbreds, 
for all major countries where racing has been 
long established. This registry, I believe, should 
encompass each national stud book in its entirety. 

If deemed prudent, after the primary problem 
has been settled, each nation could have a supple- 
mentary book of “half-breds” which could become 
eligible to the books of their own countries, and 
therefore to all, through distinguished perform- 
ance, after, say, six generations from the bar sin- 
ister. 

All the details of this international registry 
could be decided by a congress of representatives 
from the stud book authorities of each nation in- 
volved, meeting for decisions on general policy 
every five years. Recognizing the quality of the 
horses of Ireland, Italy, the Argentine, Australia 
and the United States, for examples, it is no 
longer possible to submit, without loss of. self- 
respect, to other dictation. 

Beyond this question of an international stud 
book, and giving point to it, lies the question of 
international contests. With due regard to hemi- 
spheric differences in breeding dates, and con- 
scious of distances shrinking because of air trans- 
port, we can soon have fixture races for interna- 
tional competition. Many details would have to 
be decided—the distances, conditions, places of 
running, etc.—but for a starter we might propose 
their entry into our classic races, where scale 
weights are the basis, and our entry into similar 
races in other countries, with special awards to 
foreign winners. 

This would be an easy way to begin, as we 
would be working with methods and traditions 
already well established. Soon we should be able, 
by drawing upon the knowledge and enthusiasm 
of other great racing countries for a large share 
of the leadership in planning, to set up several 
great international fixtures for older horses, at 
varying distances, annual fixtures which might be 
moved about the earth from one famous racing 
capital to another—binding together the world in 
a confraternity of sportsmanship. 


And may Heaven forfend that the mere offer 
of a fabulous purse by promotional interests 
should be the foundation of any such venture! 
Such a contest could be real sport—and you and I 
would love it.

80,000 See V. R. C. Derby 


November 4 (By Air Mail) —In 
the presence of nearly 80,000 people the 
Ajax colt Magnificent finished with a brilliant run 
to defeat the hot favorite, Don Pedro, for the 
Victoria Derby of £5,000 over twelve furlongs at 
Flemington yesterday. 


Magnificent had won the A. J. C. Derby of 
£5,000 in October at Randwick but his form be- 
fore that race had been poor and he shaped in- 
differently in his outings leading up to the Vic- 
toria Derby, for which he started at 15 to 1. So 
when the crowd got annoyed and had a few hard 
words about the Magnificent people, it really was 
not surprising. 

Probably there has never been a more success- 
ful Derby day held by the Victoria Racing Club, 
which looked its best. Tote betting for the day 
was £200,181 which is the best figure for this 
particular day, although not a record for head- 
quarters. People came from all over Australia 
and New Zealand for the first time since 1941 
‘and many of them went forty to fifty miles into 
the country to find sleeping accommodation. 

Sensations of the day were the downfall of the 
champion: Lawrence, the success of the veteran 
Tranquil Star at weight for age, and the failure 
of the odds-on Derby favorite, Don Pedro.

On the course Don Pedro was backed from 7-4 
to 9-10 and he looked the winner when he raced 
to the front two furlongs from the post. But at 
the same time Magnificent went after him and 
the Ajax colt had Don Pedro (by Gay Lothario) 
beaten with a furlong to go. It was an amazing 
change and Magnificent deserved his win. There 
were no excuses for Don Pedro. 

In third place was Attley (by Portofino), which 
failed to stay the 1% miles, but he pulled hard, 
as well as hanging out badly in the last half- 
mile, which was detrimental to the chances of a 
free-goer of his type. The time for the Derby 
was 2:33, nothing out of the ordinary but still 
good going. 

A. T. McLauchlan, a Sydney hotel keeper, owns 
Magnificent, which is trained for him by A. S. 
Croall. Jack O’Sullivan, of Sydney, had the win- 
ning mount and told me after the race that the 
colt could have won the Derby if the distance had 
been two miles. 

Thus Magnificent succeeded where his sire, 
Ajax, failed, so the family honor has been re- 
stored to greatness from the staying standpoint. 
Lou Robertson ran Euxine (by St. Magnus) and, 
Leonard (by Dhoti) and Leonard did best by 
running fourth. 
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An Ovation for Tranquil Star 


a the failure of Don Pedro shocked the Fleming- 
ton thousands, it was nothing to the sustained 
silence that followed the defeat of Lawrence by 
two mares in Tranquil Star (by Gay Lothario) 
and Flight (by Royal Step, son of Heroic) with 
the Caulfield Cup winner St. Fairy (by St. Mag- 
nus) in third place. 

Lawrence was backed like a certainty firming 
from 5-4 until almost unbackable at 2-1 and when 
he raced up close to the leaders, Flight and Tran- 
quil Star at the turn, he looked to have the race 
easily won. But that was as far as he got. 

From that point he could do nothing and mere- 
ly plodded on home, like a fourth-rater instead 
of a hot favorite for the Melbourne Cup to be 
run on November 6. His form was so indifferent 
that probably he will not be a runner in the great 
race for which he has been favorite for months. 

Big backers had a black day yesterday. One 
of them wagered nearly £7,000 on Lawrence and 
invested £4,000 on Great Victory (second) in the 
last race of the day. His losses exceeded £16,000. 

Talking of big betting, a Brisbane punter who 
had £11,000 to £2,000 in one bet about the Caul- 
field Cup winner, St. Fairy on Caulfield Cup day 
on October 20, lost £16,000 a week later at 
Moonee Valley and has left the bookmakers la- 
menting. 

In other words, he failed to settle his huge com- 
mitments but the fielders got it all back and a 
lot more with it yesterday. As I have: always 
maintained, bookmakers are “protected birds.” 

Tranquil Star is certainly the brightest star, 
as mares go, we have had for many years. She 
is rising nine and yet finished the better to wrest 
the Mackinnon Stakes from Flight who is a 5- 
year-old and had won a week earlier at Moonee 
Valley. Tranquil Star has now won more than 
20 races and nearly £28,000 in stakes. She was 
given an ovation that will.never be forgotten al- 
though she started at 20-1 and had to survive a 
protest. 

Bold Beau remained unbeaten when he won the 
Maribyrnong Plate for 2-year-olds from Hindu 
Prince (by Dhoti) and British Boy (by Kinder- 
scout) and he now rates as the best of his age 
among the colts in Melbourne. He is a really 
nice type of juvenile and has courage as well 
as speed which suggests he might stay later on. 
Hindu Prince was a little unlucky in running 
and he seems certain to stay well. 

Royal Gem, a 3-year-old by Dhoti, is the best 
sprinter in Australia today. Carrying 51 pounds 
more than w. f. a.—he had 117 pounds—he fin- 
ished with rare determination to win the Cantala 
Stakes, a mile race worth £2,000. Royal Gem was 
a hot favorite and won by inches after a poor run 
from La Patrice (by St. Magnus). In third 
place was the colossal New Zealand gelding Ty- 
phoon (by Defoe) and he is just starting to strike 
his best form in this country. 

Royal Gem is from an Oaks winner, French 
Gem, and has won more than £8,000 in stakes, 
good going for an early 3-year-old. He ran the 
mile of the Cantala Stakes in 1:37% and Bold

i) BEN I was a girl, a good many years ago, a 

farmer from eastern Kentucky came by our 
place at Winchester and sold to my father a little 
mare which was soon the delight of the several 
children in the family. The mare had a very sore 
back and the farmer saw no way to return her to 
his home, so he reluctantly sold her for a small 
price, at the same time expressing the gravest 
doubts as to whether his children would allow him 
the privilege of his home if he attempted to return 
without “old Nell.” 

There were several horses at the farm, but none 
quite like Nell, as far as the children were con- 
cerned. After her back had healed sufficiently for 
her to be ridden, she proved such a kindly beast 
that the boys and girls in the Beckner family soon 
found her their chief delight. She quickly learned 
that, if she tolerated them, there were enough 
children taking turns to exhaust her energies. As 
her defense against this she employed the very 
simple measure, whenever she grew tired of too 
much attention, of going over to a tree with a low- 
hanging limb and very gently scraping off what- 
ever happened to be sitting on her, and thereafter 
she would remain uncatchable until she was good 
and ready to play nursemaid again. 

Nell enjoyed romping with the children—as

On one occasion, when Nell had had a particu- 
larly severe going over for several weeks, she ap- 
peared a bit jaded and my father gave instruc- 
tions that she should be turned out in “the big 
pasture” and left alone for several weeks. This 
was all right for a few days, but for Nell too 
much rest was too much boredom. 

One morning she opened the gate from her pas- 
went into the carriage house, lifted down her har- 
ness with her teeth, dragged it to the back of the 
house, and nuzzled the kitchen door to signify 
that it was high time she had another trip to 
town. 

We were very fond of Nell.

He 
paid $5,100 for *Sans Lumiere, another daughter 
of Black Ray, and $25,500, highest price of the 
session, for the stakes-winning Stimulus mare 
Strange Device, granddaughter of *Sir Gallahad 
III. Mrs. R. A. Van Clief’s Nydrie Stud went to 
$23,000 for the *Sir Gallahad III mare Camelot, 
and to $11,000 for the stakes-winning Stimulus 
mare Mrs. Punch. 

Greentree Stud paid $21,000 for Gentle Tryst, 
another daughter of *Sir Gallahad III. Mrs. John

lus, and $16,500 for Proximity, by Stimulus. 
Clifford Mooers, who recently has begun to breed 
Thoroughbreds at his farm near Lexington, 
bought the Alabama Stakes winner Escutcheon, 
dam of Strange Device, for $10,500. 

Top-priced weanling in the Field consignment 
was bought by Frank Frankel, Texas oil man, for 
$14,200—an extraordinary figure which immedi- 
ately started speculation among horsemen as to 
whether it was a record for a weanling sold at 
auction.

BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:4314 for a mile and five-eighths. 
BEST SELLER was three times first and four times second in his eight starts at three. At four, he 
won the Governor’s Handicap under top — of 126 pounds, won the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 
Park in_ 1:36, won the Skokie Handicap at Arlington Park under 120 pounds, mile in 1:37%5, and won the 
Motor City Handicap at Detroit. He was second to Marriage, beaten only a nose, in the Col. Alger 
Memorial Handicap in time that was but two-fifths off the track record, and in the Widener Handicap 
the same year he was beaten only a head by The Rhymer after fighting off consecutive challenges from 
such horses as Dit, Attention and Mioland.

FEMALE LINE 


BLESS ME traces in tail female line to “Macaroon, one of the foundation mares of Mr. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stud, thence back to a mare by Matchem of a family which has 
produced for Mr. Bradley such stakes winning mares as Batter Cake, Baba Kenny, Bee 
Mac, Beanie M. and Betty Beall. *Macaroon’s daughter, Batter Cake, won the Cincinnati

She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. { 


RACING PERFORMANCE 


BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: 

“Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 
inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 
back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:37%. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:37. He won a three-quarter race at 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:11%, and was second, beaten a neck 
a Handicap, giving the winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in 

While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk 
Downs in 1:49%, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:0944 and 1:3546. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 34 in 1:10%5, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 
of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

noon over in Adelaide, South Australia, and that 
is really how Rainbird came to win the Melbourne 
Cup of 1945 at famous Flemington on Novem- 
ber 6. 

Between sets Malcolm Reid said to his brother 
Clifford: “I have a filly by The Buzzard from 
Sequoia that you can have if you want her.” Clif- 
ford said he did want her, and there and then gave 
his brother 300 guineas for his first race horse, 
which turned out to be Rainbird. He thus won a 
Melbourne Cup with the first horse he ever raced, 
which is something right out of the ordinary. 

More than 105,000 people rolled up at Fleming- 
ton to see the Victory Melbourne Cup decided but 
the attendance was short of the record total of 
110,000 who paid for admission when Spearfelt 
won the great race back in 1926.. There was, 
however, a good deal more money about than 
when Spearfelt won as the tote betting on six 
races was an Australian daily record of £232,303 
($936,181 at $4.08 to the pound). Previous best 
was £226,000 ($910,780) at Randwick last month. 
As bookmakers hold an estimated six times more 
than the machines it is easy to realize that well 
over one million pounds was bet. 

The race-eve sensation was with us again. It 
usually is with a Melbourne Cup and it concerned 
the best horse, Lawrence. He injured a foreleg 
running in the Mackinnon Stakes on Saturday 
and he will never race again. He was by Law 
Maker from Gay Element, by Comedy King, and 
was a grand horse and a grand stayer. He was 
trained by Lou Robertson for A. H. Griffiths. 

Lawrence had been favorite for the Melbourne 
Cup for several months, and doubtless bookmak- 
ers shouted with glee when Lawrence’s name dis- 
appeared from the list of final Cup acceptors. 
Throughout Australia he had been bracketed for 
nearly £500,000 with St. Fairy, winner of the 
Caulfield Cup. 

With Lawrence out of the way, backers in- 
stalled the Sydney stayer Silver Link favorite for 
the Melbourne Cup and he started at the good 
odds of 7 to 1. 

The Cup story can be told easily. It was a race 
of very little incident, evenly run throughout and 
one in which scrimmages and interference were 
entirely eliminated. In fact at the end of the 
day the stipendiary stewards broke a record by 
not having one item of news to impart to the 
press boys. 


Smartly Timed Move 


MMEDIATE, by Siegfried, from New Zealand, 

made the race for the genuine stayers as he 
moved out early with a long lead and played right 
into the hands of Rainbird, Silver Link and 
Leonard. Immediate was done with at the turn; 
Silver Link moved up smartly and when he raced 
to the front a furlong and a half from home he 
looked the winner. However, the Sydney rider 
Billy Cook was waiting for the last run with Rain- 
bird and so well did he time it that Rainbird 
headed Silver Link at the furlong pole and raced 
away to win by nearly three lengths. It was a 
contest in which there were no hard luck tales 
except that in the straight, St. Fairy missed a 
run through on the inside which Leonard secured 
and I think it robbed St. Fairy (by St. Magnus) 
of a place, probably second place. Cook rode 
Rainbird to a plan worked out with the thorough- 
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ness and ingenuity of a general planning a war 
offensive and it worked perfectly. 

Clifford Reid, owner of Rainbird, is a_ well 
known racing man in Adelaide, being vice-chair- 
man of the Adelaide Racing Club and he is a re- 
turned soldier to boot. Sam Evans trains Rain- 
bird and it was the real thrill of his 55 years of 
racing in Adelaide and Melbourne. [For the pedi- 
gree of Rainbird, see THE BLoop-HorRSE of Novem- 
ber 17, page 1024.] 


Apart from the Cup race, most interest cen- 
tered in the meeting of the three year olds Royal 
Gem (by Dhoti) and Attley, by Portofino, in the 
Linthgow Stakes, a weight-for-age race of a mile. 
Royal Gem won as he liked for George Badman 
of Adelaide, who also won another race with 
Crown Gem, a full brother to Royal Gem. In 
fact, Adelaide owners won four of the six Cup 
Day events. Royal Gem has now won his last 
four races and has earned nearly £10,000 in 
stakes. 

The day before the Cup, Crown Gem played up 
in his yard at Mentone and his forefeet crashed 
down on the shoulder of his trainer, P. B. Quin- 
lan, and dislocated it. However, Crown Gem won 
next day so he soon repaid for any hard feelings 
Quinlan might have had. The fourth Adelaide 
win was Minion, a lovely filly by Caithness from 
Lovable, which won the Mimosa Stakes for which 
she was an even-money favorite. Minion cost 800 
guineas as a yearling and is unbeaten at four 
starts, three in Adelaide and one in Melbourne. 
She belongs to a young man named Donald Mc- 
Kay, whose father, Tom McKay, is the leading 
studmaster in Adelaide.

Jessop to Resume Riding 


Nineteen-year-old Job Dean Jessop, who had 
set his sights on Jockey Jack Westrope’s modern 
American record of 301 winners in a single year, 
was set back temporarily when Rich Sweep fell 
with him at Sportsman’s Park on November 14. 

At first it was believed that the young jockey 
had received a broken vertebra, but later exam- 
ination disclosed only bruises, and he will resume 
riding near the end of the Oaklawn Park meet- 
ing. At the time of his injury, Jessop had ridden 
271 winners this year. 

Injured in the same mishap was Jockey Al 
Applebee, riding Winkie, which stumbled enter- 
ing the stretch and caused Jessop’s mount to fall. 
Applebee was reported in serious condition with 
a multiple spine fracture and internal injuries.

Monmouth Park Approved 


Work is expected to begin shortly on the con- 
struction of a race track at Oceanport, near Long 
Branch, N. J., following approval of the project 
by the New Jersey State Racing Commission. The 
track will be built by the Monmouth Park Jockey 
Club, headed by Amory L. Haskell of Middle- 
town, N. J. 

The organization previously had been granted 
a provisional permit to build a track but final 
approval had been withheld by the commission 
until Lou Smith, operator of Rockingham Park 
in New Hampshire, had disposed of his stock- 
holdings in the New Jersey enterprise and re- 
signed as a director. In explanation of its atti- 
tude, the racing commission stated only that it 
did not like unfavorable publicity which Smith 
had received. It was. announced recently that 
Smith’s stock had been transferred to William 
Seligson, New York lawyer, a procedure that 
apparently satisfied the New Jersey racing 
authorities. 

Smith resigned as director of the track soon 
after the commission’s request in August, but did 
not dispose of his stock until last week. Asked if 
they knew that Seligson was Smith’s lawyer, 
members of the commission said they didn’t know 
it, but that even if he were, it would have no 
bearing on his ability as an individual to own the 
stock. In New York, Seligson admitted that he 
was Smith’s counsel and that $1,200 in stocks and 
bonds had been transferred to him. (In 1944, 
when Jockey Bobby Merritt sued to compel The 
Jockey Club and the New York State Racing Com- 
mission to grant him a license, he was represented 
by Seligson and Attorney Kenneth Greenawalt.) 

The new track will be situated at what former- 
ly was Elkwood Park, a course operated before 
racing was banned in New Jersey in 1897. It is 
expected to cost about a million dollars. Pro- 
visional permission has been granted for the 
construction of a track near Atlantic City, but 
final plans haven’t been approved by the com- 
mission.

EARLING buyers were present in full strength 

at Tuesday night’s session. Standees jammed 
the aisles tighter than ever before. The main 
attraction, of course, was the Idle Hour Farm 
consignment of five colts and five fillies. In other 
seasons the yearlings which Colonel Bradley 
did not wish to retain for his own racing and 
breeding purposes had been sold privately, but so 
many of his friends were interested in his offer- 
ings this year that, rather than choose his buyers, 
he decided to sell them at auction. 

The ten head brought $192,200, average $19,220. 
The fillies averaged $15,740 and the colts $22,700, 
well above the averages at the Keeneland and 
Meadow Brook summer sales. The Bradley year- 
lings, in fact, sold at a higher average than any 
consignment of three or more offered at either of 
the summer auctions. 

The bidding reached a high of $42,000 on a bay 
colt by Bimelech—Blinking Owl, by *Pharamond 
II, a brother to Buy and Sell, a half-brother to 
Blood Bank. Bidding opened at $10,000, mounted 
steadily until Leslie Combs II, representing Mrs. 
Elizabeth N. Graham, got the colt for $42,000. 
Emil Schwarzhaupt of Chicago paid $25,000 for 
the bay filly by *Challenger Appointment, 
and Coldstream Stud bought the half-sister to 
Busher (*Challenger II—Baby League) for $25,- 
000. Frank Frankel of Houston, Texas, a new- 
comer who has been active at sales this year, paid 
$18,500 for a chestnut colt by Jamestown—Big 
Doings, and $20,000 for the bay colt by Bimelech 
out of the 23-year-old mare *Clonaslee. 

Arthur B. Hancock, America’s leading market 
breeder, sold only one yearling, a chestnut filly, 
sister to the stakes winners Stir Up and Minulus, 
his others having been consigned to the Keene- 
land Summer Sales. Point-A-View Farm bought 
from the Bradley consignment a half-sister to By 
Jimminy, for $16,000, and from John H. Clark got 
a brown colt by Bull Lea—*Starweed for $19,000. 

*Starweed is dam of the young sire Teddy Weed. 
It was the only Bull Lea yearling consigned this 
fall. The 66 head sold Tuesday night brought

EDNESDAY afternoon’s miscellany included

HURSDAY afternoon, like Wednesday after- 
noon, was devoted to the sale of mixed lots, 
including broodmares, weanlings, yearlings, 2- 
years-olds, and others. Seventy-three head were 
sold at each of the sessions but Thursday’s aver- 
age was higher ($2,594 compared with $1,929), 
largely because of several broodmares consigned 
by Barrington Stable, the estate of Thomas M. 
Howell. The 8 mares brought $56,100, an average 
of $7,013. Stiminnie, 3-year-old sister to Stir Up, 
was bought for $19,500 by Walter P. Chrysler, 
Jr.’s North Wales Stud. She is in foal to Boling- 
broke. Total money for the session was $189,350. 
Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Farm paid $13,- 
500 for Wuskenin, 5-year-old roan mare by Stimu- 
lus—*Royaliste II, by Lemberg, and in foal to 


Roman. Wuskenin, a winner at two, is a half- 
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sister to Pretender, winner of the Prix Gladiateur 
and other races in France, and to other winners. 
Mereworth also paid $12,500 for Miss Q., 6-year- 
old bay mare by *Pharamond II—Fairy Day, by 
Man o’ War. Miss Q., a winner, is in foal to 
Bimelech. 

Olin Gentry, acting for Warren Wright’s Calu- 
met Farm, paid $8,000 for the 6-year-old Blue 
Larkspur mare Larkflower, out of *Florestine, 
dam of the stakes winner Open Hearth and other 
winners. Humphrey S. Finney bought a brown

STUD NEWS 


Apache Retired 


OR the last two seasons James Fitzsimmons, 
who trains William Woodward’s Belair Stud 
horses, has been doing a skillful job with Apache, 
son of *Alcazar—Flying Song, by *Sir Gallahad 
III. In 1943, when Apache was a 4-year-old, he 
won four stakes races and placed in others, con- 
tinuing and improving upon the form he had 
shown as a 2- and 3-year-old. Last year, however, 
he was able to place in only one stakes because of 
an injury to his near fore pastern, and was turned 
out at Mr. Woodward’s Belair Farm in Maryland. 
After a rest he was brought back to the track this 
year and showed his old form, winning the Tobog- 
gan, Carter, Bay Shore and New Rochelle Handi- 
caps, placing in three other stakes. 

It was announced last week that Apache had 
been retired from racing and would enter the stud 
at Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud at Paris, 
Ky., next spring. He will stand for $250, with 
return privilege. 

In five seasons, Apache started 57 times, was 
22 times first, 11 times second, four times third, 
earned $169,515. At two he won the Remsen 
Handicap, at three the Experimental, Empire 
City, and Yonkers Handicaps and the Wilson 
Stakes. 

Apache, at his best, had few peers at distances 
from six to nine furlongs. His sire, *Aleazar, 
was a distinguished stayer under Mr. Woodward’s 
colors in England, winning the Ebor Handicap 
(under record weight for a 3-year-old), the Don- 
caster Cup, and other distance stakes and finish- 
ing second in the Ascot Gold Cup. *Aleazar was 
sold to the U. S. Remount Service when Apache, 
his only stakes winner, was a suckling. Apache’s 
dam, Flying Song, won at two and has produced 
the winners Clever Song, Coast to Coast, and 
Saucy Song, in addition to Apache. The second 
dam is the stakes winner and excellent producer 
Flying Gal, dam of *Boswell and *Hypnotist II.

The cover picture on this week’s BLoop-HoRSE 
shows Count Speed, 2-year-old brother to the 
great Count Fleet. Undefeated in his last four 
starts, Count Speed will try for his fifth consecu- 
tive victory this week in the Pimlico Futurity, 
won by his illustrious brother in 1942. His most 
recent and most impressive performance was in 
the $10,000 Midway Handicap at Jamaica last 
week, which he won by three lengths. 

Mrs. John D. Hertz’ colt was unplaced in his 
first start this season and finished third in his 
second start. He went to the post for the first 
time in a 5%-furlong maiden race at Jamaica in 
July and ran greenly, finishing fifth in a field of 
12. In his second start he was off badly in a field 
of 27 maidens but made up ground and finished 
third. He bucked his shins in the race and was 
not started again until late in October, when he 
broke his maiden at Jamaica and began his four- 
race winning streak. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Hertz Count Speed appears 
very much like his famous brother, except that 
he has no such overflowing abundance of nervous 
energy. To the racing public he is not yet of 
such a stature as the champion, but if he should 
happen to win the Pimlico Futurity Saturday he 
would probably become one of the leading winter- 
time candidates for next year’s classics.

The Season's Leaders 


ONDON, November 4 (By Air Mail).—A very 

successful season under the Rules of Racing 
came to its close at Newmarket last week. The 
meeting itself was well attended and there was 
no evidence that the public’s interest in racing had 
diminished; the reverse was the case. Statistics 
for the year will be published in The Sporting 
Life—there are no official records until the annual 
volume of The Racing Calendar appears—and I 
have no room to give them here. Some features 
of the season’s happenings may, however, be brief- 
ly referred to. They would begin with the fact 
that Lord Derby is the leading owner and breeder, 
and that his splendid stallion, Hyperion, heads 
the sires’ list. Lord Derby’s trainer, Walter Earl, 
of Newmarket, is at the top of his department, 
and Gordon Richards is once again the leading 
jockey. I will not give any of the relevant fig- 
ures, because they would look silly to American 
readers. Our racing, as you know, has_ been 
strictly rationed, even in 1945. 

In order, the leading owners were Lord Derby, 
Lord Astor, the Aga Khan, Squadron Leader 
Stanhope Joel, Sir Eric Ohlson, and His Majesty 
the King, who had six winners of 13 races. The 
leading breeders are Lord Derby, the Aga Khan, 
the Cliveden Stud, the National Stud, Sir Eric 
Ohlson, and, again sixth, His Majesty. The lead- 
ing trainers are Walter Earl (Newmarket), Joe 
Lawson (Manton), Matthew Peacock (Middle- 
ham, Yorks), and the Newmarket trainers Frank 
Butters, Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, and Rich- 
ard Perryman, the ex-jockey. 

Gordon Richards’ record as leading jockey is 
408 rides, 104 firsts, 71 seconds, and 57 thirds. 
Richards just managed to ride his 3,000th winner 
before the season closed. He has now occupied 
the leading place 18 times during the last 21 sea- 


sons, and has beaten records set up by Fred 
Archer, Fordham, Nat Flatman, and Steve Don- 
oghue. 


The Best Horses 


J much for the men. What of the horses? To 
begin with the seniors, we have had three out- 
standing 4-year-olds. These are Lord Rosebery’s 
Ocean Swell (Blue Peter—Jiffy, by Hurry On), 
winner of the Ascot Gold Cup; the Aga Khan’s 
Tehran (Bois Roussel—Stafaralla, by Solario), 
second in the Gold Cup but otherwise unbeaten 
this season; Lord Derby’s Borealis (Brumeux— 
Aurora, by Hyperion), Coronation Cup and Great 
Yorkshire Stakes. To this list one might add the 
name of Lord Milford’s good sprinter Honeyway 
(Fairway—Honey Buzzard, by Papyrus) winner 
of four races, including the July Cup at Newmar- 
ket and second in his other two starts. There 
were no outstanding handicap horses. 
The 3-year-olds (foaled 1942) were good, and 
even very good. It is not easy to place them in 
order because five of them distinguished them- 
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selves in their different departments. However, 
I may safely begin with Sir Eric Ohlson’s Dante 
(Neareco—Rosy Legend, by Dark Legend), win- 
ner of the Derby and in the whole of his career 
beaten only in the Guineas, when he was second 
to Court Martial. 

Lord Astor’s Court Martial (Fair Trial—In- 
stantaneous, by Hurry On) had a brilliant season,

CARRIER PIGEON 


Carrier Pigeon’s first foals are 1945 2-year-olds. Four have started, two have won, and 
one has placed. Carrier Pigeon was unbeaten at 2. At 3, he won two races, was beaten a 
head in Shevlin Stakes by Jacomar when the latter set a new track record of 1:4246 for 1\4¢ 
miles. Also at 3, he was beaten a neck by Fenelon. Carrier Pigeon’s sire, Equipoise, won 
$338,610. His dam, Rockdove, also produced the winners Wild Pigeon, Pouter Pigeon and 
Royal Shoot (also producer).

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winning the Two Thousand Guineas and the 
Champion Stakes and finishing third in the 
Derby; he was unbeaten subsequent to the Derby. 

It is a toss-up whether Lord Astor or Lord 
Derby had the better 3-year-old filly. I am in- 
clined to give the palm to Lord Astor with Amber 
Flash (Precipitation—Traffic Light, by Solario), 
which was not right when she was unplaced to 
Sun Stream in the Oaks but subsequently won 
three races (four throughout the season), includ- 
ing the Jockey Club Cup from the St. Leger win- 
ner Chamossaire. Lord Derby’s Sun Stream (Hy- 
perion—Drift, by Swynford) on the other hand, 
won the One Thousand Guineas in a canter and 
went on to win the Oaks, after which she was re- 
tired for good. She is a very lovely filly and it is 
not easy to imagine that she will ever produce 
anything better than herself. 

Then we have Squadron Leader Stanhope Joel’s 
Chamossaire (Precipitation—Snowberry, by Cam- 
eronian), winner of the senior classic, the St. 
Leger. Chamossaire had the hardest season of 
the lot, and never ran a bad race. He was fourth 
in the Guineas, fourth in the Derby, first in the 
St. Leger, second in the Jockey Club Stakes, sec- 
ond in the Jockey Club Cup, and was placed in 
the remainder of his eight races. 

The sixth best 3-year-old was undoubtedly the 
King’s colt Rising Light (Hyperion—Bread Card, 
by Manna) which was fifth in the Derby, second 
in the St. Leger; otherwise he won four races, 
being unplaced only twice. 

All these 3-year-olds are good horses, and in my 
opinion are well up to our best standards. You 
can forget the number of races they won and 
especially the values of the stakes they won; 
please remember my words. 

We come to the 2-year-olds, or we ought to. I 
must, however, save them up for later dispatches. 
Briefly, we have some very good youngsters, prob- 
ably in no respect behind those of other years, but 
none which can be clearly labeled as being out- 
standing. We have nothing which appears as 
good as Dante was a year’ago. The leading juve- 
nile is the Aga Khan’s Khaled (Hyperion—Eclair, 
by Ethnarch), unbeaten and winner of the Coven- 
try Stakes at Ascot and the Middle Park Stakes 
at Newmarket. 

The best filly is Lord Derby’s Gulf Stream (Hy- 
perion—Tide-way, by Fairway, and therefore a 
three-parts sister in blood to the classic winner 
Sun Stream). Gulf Stream is unbeaten and is 
the winner of the very important Gimerack Stakes 
at York. The colt and the filly are both young- 
sters of class and character, and will be the win- 
ter favorites for the first 1946 classics. Of the 
others, more later. 


Leading Sires 


OU would not expect your English correspond- 

ent to write an article without referring to 
Hyperion, and you shall not be disappointed. Lord 
Derby’s great sire is now rising 16 and is leading 
sire for the fourth time; his first runners were in 
1938. His 1945 winners in this country include 
the One Thousand and Oaks winner Sun Stream; 
the King’s colt Rising Light, already referred to; 
the disappointing but extremely handsome 3-year- 
old High Peak (since sold for Australia); the 
Royal Hunt Cup winner, Col. John Hay Whitney’s 
Battle Hymn (and a 2-year-old sister, Shine)

very good 3-year-old High Stakes, winner of five 
races in a row and second in his other two starts. 
(High Stakes, by Hyperion—Pennycomequick, is 
three-parts brother in blood to the Kentucky Der- 
by winner Pensive.) In addition there were more 
than a dozen top-class juveniles, including the 
best colt, Khaled, the best filly, Gulf Stream, Ed- 
ward Tudor (brother to the Derby winner Owen 
Tudor), and the King’s very promising filly Hy- 
pericum, recent winner of the important Dew- 
hurst Stakes. 

Notes on other successful sires will follow. 
These will include Fair Trial, which has had a 
splendid season, Fairway, Nearco, Precipitation, 
Blue Peter, Bois Roussel, Bobsleigh (Gainsbor- 
ough—Toboggan), the defunct Solario, and so on. 
*Mahmoud had three winners, two of 4 years and 
one older. My figures relate only to English 
races, of course.

It was a very good race, with the field spread 
right across the very wide, 'straight course. Win- 
ner and second finished on opposite sides of the 
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course and I have seen no photograph of the finish 
in which the first two horses appeared on the 
same plate. We are experimenting, as you know, 
with apparatus for photographing finishes but it 
will not be easy, even if the pictures are taken 
from a privileged position (not at present granted 
to press photographers), to get 100 per cent re- 
sults on finishes like the one in question. 

The winner was a maiden, which accounts for 
his light weight; he shared bottom weight with 
another 3-year-old in the handicap, and this was 
reduced by seven pounds, the allowance being 
taken by his 16-year-old apprentice rider, who 
also had never won a race before. Esquire was 
bred by the Aga Khan from Solario and Fille de 
Salut, by Sansovino and Friar’s Daughter. The 
winner is thus a three-parts brother in blood to 
Dastur and is closely related to *Bahram. He 
came into the sale ring at Newmarket as a year- 
ling in July 1942. He was inclined to be cow- 
hocked and was sold for 240 guineas. He came up 
again in October and was bought for 100 guineas. 
Meanwhile, Senor Bueno had commissioned Wal- 
ter Noble, who has imported a good number of 
horses into Brazil, to buy him a yearling, classi- 
cally bred. Noble got the offer of Esquire from 
F. W. Chamberlain, who explained by cable that 
the colt was likely to race, and a deal was made 
at £1,000. The problem then arose of winning a 
race with him, for Thoroughbreds imported into 
Brazil must have won a race value £375. The 
new owner had to wait until Esquire won this 
race before he could qualify him. The next move, 
presumably, will be to ship him to Sao Paulo, 
where Senor Bueno and his father are established 
in the coffee business. Bueno, senior, was, I be- 
rie one of the founders of the Sao Paulo Jockey 
Club.
